He advised GIGANTE is up against 
it financially and has no prospects of a "quick kill".

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Ny T-4 advised on March 11, 1966, when 
asked if BILL BONANNO was making new "buttons", 
indicated that he was, but he knew they were not 
sanctioned by the "Commission". Informant advised when 
the "lead" starts flying it would make no difference 
if they were "Commission" sanctioned or not. BILL 
BONANNO aiso has several Irish kids and a couple of 
Jewish people he can depend upon when and if trouble 
should ever again start in New York City. Informant 
advised, however, that only the "Italian kids" were "made". 


NY T-4 advised that FRANK LA BRUZZO, 
BILE BONANNO's uncle, and one of the few remaining loyal 
"Caporegimas" with JOSEPH BONANNO, was extremely 
ill. Informant advised LA BRUZZO has been found 
several times by BILL BONANNO on the floor of his shop 
in Brooklyn gasping for air. BILL BONANNO does not 
feel that LA BRUZZO will live much longer, unless he 
leaves the Brooklyn-New York City area. 


NY T-7 advised on April 13, 1966, that 
SALVATORE BONANNO was prestnely henging owt in a-bar on 
18th Street and 2nd Avenue, New Tork City. 


Informant stated concerning the kidnapping 
of JOE BONANNO, JOE BONANNO started making guys 
in Phoenix and Canada and was told to stop by 
STEVE MAGADDINO of Buffalo. BONANNO did not stop and 
in addition made his son, SALVATORE BONANNO, "Consulieri" 
of the "family" in defiance of MAGADDINO. This is 
the reason BONANNO was kidnapped. Informant stated 
that JOE BONANNO is still "alive", but he does not 
know where he is. 


WY T-8 advised on June 13, 1966, that 
the alleged kidnapping of JOSEPH BONANNO in New York 
City on October 21, 1964, was a complete hoax and 
there was no authenticity to it. This was done for 
BONANNO's own benefit and when BONANNO felt it safe 
to return again to the streets, he did so. 
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The informant advised that BONANNO was 
a phoney since the day he was born. 


Informant showed utter disgust for 
BILL BONANNO when his mame was mentioned to him but 
would furnish no information regarding his activities 
stating the last time he saw him was in September 
of 196). 


NY T-9 advised on July 8, 1966, that 
JOSEPH BONANNO and his son, BILL, were still trying 
to place JOE BONANNO back in his old position as 
"boss" of a -ICN "family" and that this was causing 
some unrest in the BONANNO organization. GASPARE 
DI GREGORIO has no intention of stepping down. The 
informant advised that JOSEPH ZICARELLI claims to 
be the "underboss" with ANGELO CARUSO as his adviser. 
ZICARELLI states he does not want a promotion in the 
organization because that would create more enemies, 
and he has enough already. 


NY T-10 advised on July 27, 1966, that 
he had received condolances from FRANK LA BRUZZO 
and JOSEPH SPADARO on the death of his uncle, and 
they were sorry they could not attend the funeral. 
The informant claimed that while in New York City, he 
was able to ascertain that JOSEPH BONANNO had lost 
little or no power since his alleged kidnapping and 
subsequent surrender in New York. Moreover, there 
is grave concern over the adverse publicity BONANNO 
has received, particularly during the pasttwo years. 
Informant maintained that BONANNO is in a very 
"tight" spot at the present time and has bodyguards 
around him all the time. Informaht stated that 
BONANNO is presently "mending fences" within the 
ranks of the LCN and it is felt by a few that if he 
survives the next year or so he will come out stronger 
than ever. Informant stated that there are a few 
members of BONANNO's former "family" of LCN who 
would like him to declare himself as a high ranking 
LCN membervand feel that by doing this it would take 
a lot of heat off. Informant maintained that as 
a result of the publicity, it is no secret about his 
LCN connection and/or affiliation, and by declaring 
himself the press and news media would let up. 
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Informant went on to state that there 
are bad feelings among several LCN members in the 
former "family" of JOSEPH BONANNO as a result of 
the conduct of his eldest son "SONNY" BONANNO during 
his father's recent absence. Informant averred that 
"SONNY" lined up a few "made" guys in LCN on his 
own and some of the old time LCN members in the 
BONANNO "family" questioned his judgment and/or 
ability.

The "New York Times" on February 1, 1966, 
carried an article captioned "Gunfight Leaves Police 
Puzzled"; subcaptioned "7 Weapons, but “mo Victims 
Left in Brooklyn Street". A follow up article appeared 
in this same newspaper on February 2, 1966, captioned 
"Mafia is Studied in Street Battle", subcaptioned 
"Brooklyn Leadership Fight Seen as Route of Shooting". 


In the above articles, it was conjectured 
that this shooting which occured on Friday, January 28, 
1966, may have been a skirmish between the Mafia 
factions seeking to take over the underworld “family” 
of the missing JOSEPH BONANNO. One witness was 
noted as having telephoned the police to report 
that a man had broken her door, run through her living 
room and kitchen and out into the back yard, smashing 
through her storm door. Reportedly, the police 
recovered several bullets imbedded in the building at 
283 Troutman Street, Brooklyn, New York, and that 
two revolvers were found in the doorway and another 
gun in the kitchen. The police also found six more 
weapons that night including a semi-automatic and 
a. shotgun and another revolver was found two blocks 
away . 


The article went on to indicate a report 
had been spreading through the underworld that one 
faction had tried to kill SALVATORE BONANNO, aka Bill, 
son of the missing BONANNO chiefton or to scare him 
from wielding what influence he might have in the 
selection of his father's successor. 


NY T-11 on February 3, 1966, was contacted 
and advised that this shooting was actually an 
attempt on the life of BILL powamno,[ 
JOSEPH NOTARO and FRANK LA BRUZZO all who remained b6 


loyal to JOSEPH BONANNO when he was deposed as "boss" bic 
of his LCN "family" by the "Commission". 
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WY T-5 on February 16, 1966, advised that 
BILL BONANNO was recently the target for a "rub out" 
and that this shooting took place approximately 
two weeks ago somewhere in the Brooklyn, New York 
area. He stated that BILL BONANNO was set up for 
a trap and that when he left a building the unknown 
individuals responsible for the attempt on his life 
started shooting from all the Surrounding doorways. 
Informant further advised that two of the individuals

Informant stated that BILL BONANNO had been 
called for a meeting, but that the meeting never 
materialized, and upon leaving the meeting area "all 
hell broke loose". Informant stated that there were 
Shotguns, Army carbine and .38 pistols used in this 
attempt on his life. He stated that GASPARE DI GREGORTO 
is personally interested in this matter because 
DI GREGORIO was not responsible for this affair. 
Informant advised that as a result of this incident, 
BILL BONANNO was reportedly "packing" a gun at all times 
and that he could be picked up at any time on a 
"meatball" arrest.

"Twenty-three of 39 underworld figures 
responded yesterday to subpoenas issued by 
Brooklyn District Attorney Aaron E. Koota, 
who seeks to head off a gangland war for 
the control of gambling and other interests 
in Brooklyn. However, their scheduled 
appearance before a grand jury was deferred 
until next Monday. 


"Among those who came in were 
Salvatore (Bill) Bonanno, 33-year-old son 
of Joseph ( joe Bananas ) Bonanno, who headed 
an underworld empire until he mysteriously 
disappeared Oct. 21, 1964. The elder Bonanno 
was reported to have been seized and forced 
into a car on Park Avenue on the eve of 
an appearance before a Federal grand jury. 


"Salvatore Bonanno and lesser known 
figures marched up the steps of the State 
Supreme Court Building but none entered 
the grand jury room. Instead, they were 
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"advised of their rights and were given an 
opportunity to consult with counsel. They 
were told to be ready to testify next Monday. 


"Police authorities, including state 
trocpers and agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, stationed themselves in front 
of the building and made photographs of many 
of the gangland hierarchy. Some of the later 
appeared with their lawyers. 


"Mr. Koota's investigation is believed 
to have been spurred in part by a recent 
Tshoot-up? on a street in the Ridgewood section. 
More than 20 shots were fired about 11 P.M. on 
Jan. 28 and seven weapons were left behind, 
but no victims were found. The shooting was 
gaid to have been an attempt to kill one of 
the principals in the battle for control of 
Bonanno's underworld empire."

"An attempted gangland assassination turned a 
Brooklyn street into a battle field last night as 
terrified residents screamed-and ducked from 
stoops and windowsills. 


"At 6 P.M., a would-be killer in a long 
dark car driven by a henchman, machinegunned a 
fusillade of bullets into and around the auto of 
4 two intended victims.

“When the battle ended, almost all the 
shots turned out to be misses.
